Are the Methodists Civilized > 


Do they know about civilization? Do 
they themselves circulate in its higher 
levels, and do they hope to haul the 
world up to their perch, or do they 
aspire to boost it up from where they 
are, and then, maybe, climb up after it? 

Money, even a lot of money, will 
not do much to raise civilization to a 
higher level. If a hundred and forty 
millions would have hoisted it appre- 
ciably Mr. Carnegie would have raised 
it several pegs, and Uncle John Rocke- 
feller several more. Probably the 
Laird has raised it a little, and Uncle 
John a little also, but the great way to 








raise the level of civilization is to be- 
come civilized and live the civilized 
life, and how far the Methodists do 
that or can do it, is really a question 
for experts. 

They strike the contemplative mind 
as a fairly wild and rampageous lot of 
people, with contracted ideas of hu- 
man life, and an urgent disposition to 
pare down their fellow creatures to 
the dimensions of that restricted ntodel. 
Most of them would regard as a joke

can be had for the suggestion that 
these centenary millions could not be 
hetter spent for civilization than to 
finance a great movement to civilize 
the Methodists. 

That they are excellent raw material 
of civilization there is no doubt; they 
are shock-troops of religion, and re- 
ligion is the basis of civilization; but 
the material needs a lot of patient labor 
before the rest of the world will con- 
template it without anxiety. For the 
world fears that the Methodists’ true 
aim is to make it Methodist, and it 
does not want to be that. It will take 
to the woods first. It may easily like 
Methodists, for many of them are 
good, and lots of them are useful. But 
it will never like a Methodist civiliza- 
tion, and it never ought to. 


Methodism is too puritan, too much 
given to salvation by legislation, too 
narrow in its notion of what is wrong, 
too inventive of new sins and too 
brash about providing legal penalties 
to punish them. So long as Methodists 
provide, and submit to, a discipline for 
themselves, there is no quarrel with 
them, but when, grown strong, they 
seek to impose their discipline on other 
and unwilling people, they loom up at 
once as a formidable and tyrannous 
force, of which account must be taken. 

Writing about Puritanism, Albert 
Nock once said: 

It had energy, militant honesty, 
strenuousness; and, according to its 
lights, made a great specialty of the 
square deal.

He 
looked unmoved on the very virtues 
of the Puritans, and decided that 
they were not worth having at the 
price.

Nations. 

It is a nice story. Let us hope it is 
true, as far at least as preliminaries 
can go. Mr. McAdoo is an imagina- 
tive man and an easy buyer. When 
he has a thought, he is apt to ex- 
press it financially. Like as not he 
did buy the land near Santa Barbara, 
and plans to have Mr. Wilson write 
histories there. It is a good place in 
winter, as far from Paris as one can 
conveniently get on United States soil, 
and also as far as is convenient from 
Washington. Which last will be suit- 
able if Mr. McAdoo happens to suc- 
ceed Mr. Wilson as President. One 
cannot imagine anyone writing history 
on the next lot to so active a man as 
Mr. McAdoo, but if Mr. McAdoo is 
in Washington and living in the White 
House, Santa Barbara will be an ideal 
winter home for the retired statesman 
and historian. 

So it is a nice plan, and very grate- 
ful to the feelings in the way it calls 
up a picture of the completion of the 
plans for the political improvement of 
mundane life, and the installation of 
the League of Nations, and the hum 
of that great engine of beneficence 


soothing mankind while its leading 
author writes it up. One likes to 
imagine it: the job done, senators 
babbling about something else, Europe 
working for a living again as Mr. 
Hoover says she must, Mr. McAdoo 
working for the people in Washing- 
ton or for the moving-picture men in 
New York, and the League of Na- 
tions hammering artillery into railroad 
iron while Mr. Wilson’s typewriter 
clicks by a window looking out over 
the Pacific, with Shantung too far off 
to get into the picture! And it is all 
the fitter that Santa Barbara should be 
the nearest place to the next world 
that is to be found on earth. The 
division between existences is very thin 
there, as everyone knows, which is one 
reason why tired or luxurious people 
go there to finish out their lives. 








LL this repose and reminiscence, 

combined with beneficent activity, 
will come in time if we are patient and 
have good luck. For the moment, the 
inevitable preliminaries continue to go 
on somewhat raucously. When the 
bombers are not bombing anybody and 
the detectives are not catching them, 
senators are usurping the high places 
in the newspapers with wild cries 
about one outrage or another against 
the sacred dignity of the Senate. In 
the new judgment of Paris the Senate 
is indefatigable in supplying the in- 
juriam spretae formae. Minerva had 
nothing on Mr. Lodge, nor Juno on 
Mr. Borah. At this writing the tur- 


moil is about copies of the Peace Treaty 
that Mr. Lodge found in New York 
and Mr. Borah picked up somewhere 
while the Senate had no authorized 
version. There was a great cry that 
the Peace Commission had supplied 
the bankers with advanced copies, but 
had denied them to the Senate. But 
Mr. Wilson has said that the Amer- 
icans in the Commission at least are 
not guilty, and Mr. Borah is investi- 
gating. 

It seems likely that the advanced 
copies of the treaty were picked up in 
Germany by newspaper men. To have 
them get into print here, as has hap- 
pened, does no particular harm that 
one can think of, but our commission- 
ers could not have communicated them 
to the Senate without impropriety and 
a breach of faith to their colleagues. 
When the treaty is finished and has 
been signed, it is the business of the 
Senate to consider it and ratify or ob- 
ject to it, but until then the Senate has 
nothing to do about it that learned 
constitutional authorities are aware of, 
since the negotiation of treaties is not 
its province, but belongs to the Exec- 
utive branch of the government. 








B awone treaty seems to be creaking 
along pretty well. The Times is 
printing the full text of it as given 
out to Germans and others, and five 
newspaper pages of it are accessible, 
at this writing, to inquisitive persons, 
with more to come. The present wran- 
gle is with the Germans, who are not 
satisfied, and are getting what allevia- 
tions they can, and demanding, of 
course, much more than they are likely 
to get. When they have played their 
last card probably they will sign, and 
then when the Senate has duly de- 
bated and the last cards have been 
played there also, probably it will ac- 
cept it. But whether it does or not, 
there will be a League of Nations. 
Chancellor Jim Day of Syracuse 
University, the Methodist educator, 
is for having us stay out. As quoted 
in the papers, he calls the League 
“an infamous bargain,” and says “we 
would not surrender one acre of 
the shores of our continent for peace

dictated by the pirate of the seas,” 
and “it is unthinkable that we 
should give our homes for peace.” But 
we ain’t going to, Chancellor, and 
where on earth did you come from 
that you talk about our ally that 
ferried a million of us over the pond 
to fight in a war that you heartily ap- 
proved as the “pirate of the seas”? 
Happily most of the Methodists, ex- 
cept Chancellor Day, are for the Peace 
Treaty and the League, and they are 
good backers for a good cause. 
Victor Berger of Milwaukee, con- 
gressman without a seat, sees eye to 


eye with Chancellor Day about the 
treaty and the peace in prospect, which 
he calls the most unjust and most im- 
perialistic the world has ever known. 
The League of Nations, he says, is 
“a league of the strongest robbers, 
who are trying to secure the fruits of 
the robbery for themselves forever.” 
That cannot be Mr. Wilson’s notion, 
but Berger is under sentence of im- 
prisonment for activities in wartime 
that violated the law, and he must be 
allowed to nurse a few prejudices. He 
speaks English, moreover, with so 
strong a German accent as to be un- 
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derstood with difficulty. But the mass 
of the American people do not speak 
English with a strong German accent, 
and Mr. Taft, who has been out among 
them up and down the land, reports to 
“evidences of

have found everywhere 
a deep determination on the part of 
Americans to secure the ratification of 
the Peace Treaty by the Senate and 
the establishment of the League of 
Nations.” 





E gives twice who gives quickly, 
and particularly and emphatically 
when he gives peace to this present 
world. Discussing the situation in 
Europe and the need of financing dif- 
ferent nations, Mr. Hoover says: 
Any statement is premised upon 
peace and the return of Europe to 
work. I do not take it we will 
finance any more wars in Europe, 
directly or indirectly, nor that we 
will provide money to enable the 
people of Europe to live without 
work or to work part time, as at 
present all over Europe. This sort 
of economic delirium tremens will 
end with peace. 

Not that our duties to Europe will 
all be accomplished when peace is made. 
Mr. Hoover does not think that. He 
thinks that about half a billion dollars’ 
worth of assistance from our govern- 
ment may be needed in connection with 
what the other Allies can do to re- 
organize the currencies of some of the 
new states and take care of some acute 
situations not otherwise solvable. Much 
larger sums for raw material and food 
should come, he thinks, not from our 
government, but from private credit. 
Mr. Hoover wants to stop spending 
our government money in Europe, and 
that is a precious thought. But he 
would not overdo even that. Our gov- 
ernment must help, he says; must help 
private credit the best way and with 
the least risk possible. And he insists 
on “consolidated, organized control” 
of the assistance we give through pri- 
vate agencies, for otherwise, he says, 
there will be starvation again in Eu- 
rope next year. But meanwhile there 
must be peace, and Europe must get 
to work. °
